'Ihe n'tnister defended the 
increased ferry rates, calling 
them reasonable, and gave a 
glimpse of ishai he ^ught 
the ferry Hy.slem‘s future 
might be like. 

He predicted a third emus- 


ing between Vancouver Island 
Hnd the mainland, he foresaw 
"jumbo ferries’* carrying four 
timaa as many ears and pas> 
sengers as the "typical B.C. 
ferry carried in the 1960s.’*

More leg room of 
course and less hassle than if 
you were driving on one of 
our highways,*’ he said.

Davis said he was aware 
that his audience didn't agree 
with the increased fares, but 
proceeded lo explain the rea- 
s<tr» for the hike.

MONTREAL (CP) - EiRhl- 
een members of the Quebec 
wing of the federal Social 
C?redit party, including two 
members of Parliament, have 
been charged with defrauding 
the federal government of 
$98,810 thmu^ inccxne-tax 
evasions. 

The <’harges were an¬ 
nounced Wednesday by Supl. 
Marcel Ooutu, Quebec head of 
the RCMP commercial crime 


section, who said the U have 
been served with summonses 
to appear in court Oct. 29. 

That date Is eight days be¬ 
fore the Socreds are due to 
hold a leadership convention, 
and one of the accused- Gil¬ 
bert Rondeau. MP fw Shef- 
fort- said there was a *‘poliH- 
ral odor’’ about the timing of 
the charges. The announce¬ 
ment was made the day after 


nominations for the leader¬ 
ship dosed, he added. 

Coutu told a news confer¬ 
ence 106 charges have been 
laid, involving false docu¬ 
ments alleged to have been 
used in September. 19[75, in 
bypass provisions of the In- 
ci^me Tax Act.

MORGENTALER LAWYER DISCLOSES; 


Bribe offered by ^policeman ’ 


MONTREAL fCPt — A 
man who identified himself as 
a Quebec Provincial Police of¬ 
ficer attempted to bribe a 
w-nman juror Sept. 13 during 
the abortion trial of Dr. 
Henry Morgentaler. defence 
law’yer Oaude-Armand Shep¬ 
pard aaid Wednesday. 

Sheppard told a news con¬ 
ference that provincial police 
have not yet indicated 
whether the bribery attempt 
was in fact ma^ by a 
member gf the force, despite 
a closed investigation which 
began cme week ago. 

The woman was excused 
from the jury Sept. 14 after 
reporting the bribe attempt to 
Superior Court Justice Jac¬ 
ques Ducros in his chambers. 

However, neither the jury 
nor the public knew why the

juror had been excused until 
Sept. 18 when Morgentaler 
was acquitted on an abortion 
charge. At that time. Duchm 
discloaed the attempt to bribe 
but gave no details. 


Shep(>ard, in calling ior an 
investigation and "possibly a 
Judicial inquiry." said the 
man approached the juror 
and asked if she would take 
$1,000 to vote for an acquittal. 


He said he received permis¬ 
sion from Ducros to divulge 
details of ttie incident in order 
to* refute published reports 
Implying the defence had a 
role in the bribe attempt. 

Meanwhile, at another news 
conference, the lawyer for an 
anti-abortion group aaid the 
Quebec government should 
appeal last week’s jury ac¬ 
quittal because of apparent ir¬ 
regularities in the trial. 

limile Colas of the Front for 
Respect for Life said the gov¬ 
ernment should also launch 
an investigation into these af>‘ 
parent irregularities. 

He urged the government to 
reform the court system so 
juries would not be subject to 
outside pressures or influ¬ 
ences. 


Rondeau, who announced 
during the weekend he would 
nol contest the party leader¬ 
ship. said he received 21 sum- 
monse.s last TiiuiNday, just as 
he was preparing to leave for 
Vancouver to announce his in¬ 
tentions in the leadership 
race. 

".\nyone wishing to elimi¬ 
nate me from the leaderKhip 
rare and discredit the Social 
Credit Party of Canada would 
not have acted otherwise," he 
said. 

Rondeau said the charges 
involve interpretation of 1974 
amendments to the Income 
Ta.x Act. dealing with fund¬ 
raising techniques. 

Tlie amendments allowed 
political <<»itributors tax 
credits on their donations. 

Rondeau said the Social 
Credit gave receipts to party 
workers fw work done until 
this was explicitly prohibited 
by the amendments. 

He said the accusations in¬ 
volve taking post-dated che¬ 
ques from contributors and 
giving them receipts for tax 
purposes. 

"We intended to cash the 
cheques when the people got 
their money from the revenue 
department," he told a news 
conference in Ottawa. "The 
(revenue) departmwit says 
that if the cheques haven’t 
been cashed, the receipts 
shouldn't have been given."

He said of the six, 
at least three were listed in 
fair condition and another 
was known to have suffered 
back injuries. 

The 11 persons who were 
remaining at the accident site, 
overnight were in "good" con¬ 
dition, Fisher said.

Missiles 
explode, 
2 killed 


BREMERAVEN. Weal Ger¬ 
many (UPTl Three Ameri- 
ran-rhade Hawk anti-aircraYt 
mlsailea exploded on a launch¬ 
ing pad Wednesday night, kill¬ 
ing twT> West German soldiers 
and injuring thrM others, the 
defense ministry reported. 

The ministry refused to 
speculate on the possibility of 
sabotage and said police and 
government agents were 
investigating the cause of tha 
explosions at the German 
army's munitions depot at 
Krempel, about 56 miles north 
tit Bremerhaven. 

Ijocal i*eiddenta said the 
blast could be heard for IS 
miles. 

The Hawk, produced by the 
Raytheon Corp., carries at 
least 100 pounds of high explo¬ 
sives in its warhead and is 
considered one of the best me¬ 
dium range anti-aircraft mis¬ 
siles in the world. 

The brief ministry state¬ 
ment said the missiles explod¬ 
ed at a launching pad In an 
open field at the depot. 

Officials said Hawk missiles 
have been stationed In West 
Germany for 15 years and are 
a mainstay of the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization’s 
air defences in central 
Europe- 

The Rurface-to-alr mUsiles, 
which cost about $41,500 each, 
travel at 2H times the speed 
of sound and are capable of 
hitting an airplane fljing at 
between 14.000 and 60.000 feet. 

The miswile, about 14 inches 
in diameter and 200 inches 
long, weighs about 1.300 
pounds and is fired fro m the 
chassi.s of an armored person¬ 
nel rarrier. whirh moves with 
a complete radar system that 
aims the Hawk.

U.S.food agency 
bans 2 more dyes 


WASHINGTON (AP1 — The 
dyes that make jelly beans 
black and maraschino cher¬ 
ries red were banned for use 
in foods by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
on Wednesday. 

The candy Industry said It 
might switch to another dye 
to keep making items such as 
black jelly beans and licorice. 
However, there was no indica¬ 
tion whether a substitute addi¬ 
tive is available for red cher¬ 
ries. Cherries also are mar¬ 
keted In green and in their, 
natural yellow color after 
processing. 

The FDA said that one of 
the dyes — tailed Red. No. 4 
may cause urinary bladder 
polyps and atrophy of the 
adrenal glands. 

The other dye is the <'olor 
carbon black and the FDA 
said there is no reliable test¬ 
ing method to assure that it 
docs not contain a cancer- 
causing byproduct. 


'The U.S. government ban 
on the two dyes does not af¬ 
fect stocks already produced. 
Red No. 4 was bann^ for use 
in foods and drugs taken in¬ 
ternally but still can be used 
In vosmetica and ttctemally 
applied drugs. 

Caibon black was banned 
for use in candies, drugs and 
ixismetics such as eye shadow 
and mascara. 

I.jist Feburary, the FDA 
banned Red No. 2, then the 
moat uddeOy used arttflcisl 
color in foods, drugs and coa- 
niotics In the U.S. 

Meanwhile, the TTiA said 
Wednesday that It plan.s to 
issue orders on the use. of R2 
other color additives. 

It said 10 of them, used only 
in cosmetics, will be banned 
Ovt. 25. However. 20 others 
will he given permanent ap¬ 
proval for use in external 
drugs and cosmetics by the 
end of the year.

SEATTLE (!/\P) Dixy 
lee Ray, often called a femi¬ 
nine, western verskm of 
Jimmy Carter, apparently 
has won the right to op|)ose 
RepiAllcan John Spellman for 
the governorship of Washing¬ 
ton State. 

As primary election vote 
counting continued early 
today. Ray. the 62-year-ol(l 
former Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission chairman, ov’ertook 
Seattle’s Kenned>'esque 
mayor, Wes Uhlman, 41, in 
the Democratic contest. 

Uhlman bad led for most of 
the night. 

With 93 per cent of the pre¬ 
cincts reporting, Ray had 38 
per cent of the vote to Uhl- 
man's 36 per cent The third 
main Democratic candidate. 
Seattle lawyer Marvin Dum- 
Ing. trailed with about 24 per 
cent 

It was one of the closest 
Democratic primaries in state 
history — close enough that 
absentee ballr>ts and strag¬ 
gling votes from scatter^ 
precincts could reverse the 
results. 

Spellman, 49, was the land¬ 
slide victor over conservative 
IQng County assessor Harley 
Hoppe, 45, in the Republican 
primary. 


You do see some wage rollbacks. 

If a pay increase that is more than 
what's allowed is reported to the 
Anti-Inflation Board, it is reduced. The 
cuts moke the headlines. 

It's not nearly as easy to see prices 
being controlled. But, a strong price re¬ 
straint system does exist and it is working. 

Prices are restrained through the 
control of profit margins. More than 
6,500 major companies have to report 
their profit margins to the AIB, and 
these are compared vhth the margins 
they were earning before the program. 
Under the revised regulations, firms can 
use either their profit mcagins for their 
last fiscal year or their average profit 
margins for the five years before the 
anti-inflation program began. 
Wholesalers and retailers will be 
allowed to earn 95% of those earlier 
profit margins. All other companies 
reporting vdll be limited to 85%. 

'This means that companies have 
to set their prices low enough so that 
they will not break these guidelines. A 
'TDiice increase that isn't needed to cover 


an increase in the cost of making or 
selling a product will tend to boost profits. 
If this happens, the company may well 
be required to turn around and lower 
prices to give the money back to the 
consumer. This has been happening. 

'The price control system is 
strengthened by the fact that 274 of the 
biggest companies in Canada hove to 
notify the Anti-Inflation Board 30 days 
before a planned price increase,, and 
they hove to justify that increase before 
it can be made. TTie.AIB has limited 
price increases in a number of areas 
including beer, auto insurance, 
gasoline and electricity. 

Most businesses are co-operating 
with the anti-inflation program. They 
want to see inflation beaten as much as 
anyone. So, in a year of controls, you 
haven't seen many price rollbacks. 

There are instead price 'holdbacks'. 

We still have a long way to go, but 
price increases are slowing down. 'The 
rate of inflation which had been over 10% 
last year had dropped to just 6.2% by 
August 1976 (latest ficfure cwcnlable). 
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The scene is brighter 


I F IT IS TRUE THAT THE United States’ trouble¬ 
shooting secretary of state. Dr. Henry Kis¬ 
singer, has finally persuaded Rhodesia’s Prime 
Minister Ian Smith to accept the principle of black ma¬ 
jority rule for his embattled country, it must be 
regarded as one of the diplomatic accomplishments of 
the century. 

If it is true — and evidence to support the word 
from Dar es Salaam mounts hourly — Mr. Smith's sur¬ 
render and Or. Kissinger's persistence will have 
removed the principal cause of threatened rare war in 
Rhodesia. 

The situation will be clarified within the next two 
or three days. But it appears, at the time of writing, 
that Mr. Smith has accepted a formula for settlement 
which, while based on acceptance of majority rule 
with in 18 months to two years, will include: 

A British-backed proposal for a constitutional con¬ 
ference at Geneva, 

broadening of the Rhodesian cabinet to include 
black ministers: 

provision of a fund of $2 billion by the United 
States. South Africa, Great Britain and possibly other 
countries, to compensate whites who quit Rhodesia 
and to help in the development of the country. 

What makes for optimism is the fact that Tanza¬ 
nian President Julius Nyerere finds what he calls the 
Anglo-American plan not only acceptable but suf¬ 
ficient reason "to call off the war.” 

It was President Nyerere, in fact, who made the 
disclosure of the encouraging progress made in talks 
between Dr. Kissinger and Mr. Smith after an inter¬ 
view with the American diplomat in his own capital. 
And his statement that he "is no longer gloomy about 
prospects lor a Rhodesian settlement" indicates his 
allies, the five, front-line black nations who planned to 
wage war. support him. 

The British government reacted to the reported 


agreement with a cautious comment that for the first 
time there appears to be "a really good chance" of a 
Rhodesian settlement. 

"We are nearer to reaching a breakthrough than 
ever before, said Britain's Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland. 

It still remains, ol course, lor Mr. Smith to con¬ 
vince his party caucus that the course he Has 
reluctantly accepted is the proper one. There have 
been some very determined opponents of compromise 
in the past, and presumably they remain there. 

But whatever arguments Dr. Kissinger used to 
change Mr. Smith's heretofore adamant stand may be 
sufficient to convince other Rhodesian hard-liners. 

It is very likely that South Africa's Prime Minister 
.lohn Vorster had some compelling arguments to put 
before Rhodesia's leader. And it wqs he who has been 
given the credit for arranging the Kissinger-Smith 
talks. 

That being so. he will have gained status as a 
diplomat in his own country that will help him find the 
support he seeks for an international conference on the 
future of Southwest Africa, or Namibia, to give it its 
native name. It is the agitation for independence in 
that country, administered by South Africa, that is the 
cause of continuing animosity of the black neighbors of 
the republic. It could be a part of the cause of the inter¬ 
nal unrest in South Africa that has seen weeks of riot 
and bloodshed. 

Overnight the African scene is brighter. And Dr. 
Kissinger must be accorded full credit for his 
patience, diplomacy and perseverance. 

Vorster may have played a more significant 
part than now appears, but in any event his efforts to 
find solutions tor the explosive problems of the area he 
knows so well must be appreciated — or should be — 
by all concerned

The priests complain parents "are saddled with a 
law that threatens their faith, undermines their fami¬ 
ly unity and compromises, perhaps for ever, their 
peaceful integration in the province of Quebec." 

"In our eyes Bill 22 has become the expression ol 
the egoism of a people who wish to devour all the 
ethnic minorities in order to strengthen themselves 
against their rivals," the priests' letter adds. 

They call Bill 22 ' discriminatory, oppressive and 
anti-Christian.”

Falklands fight to stay British 


Somewhere in the Third 
World there must be hidden 
away the secret rules about 
who Is entitled to self- 
determfnstloh. One suspects 
that they consist of just one 
rule and one exception. 

The rule seems to be that any 
colonial territory, however 
minuscule, is not only entitled 
lo independence, but obliged to 
demand it. The exception simp- 
Iv states that European- 
populated territories are dif- 
terent. 

Nothing else could explain 
why the United Nations 
(General Assembly, the 
Organization of American 
States and sundry other Third 
World-dominated bodies sup¬ 
port Argentina's claim to the 
Falkland Islands. They are the 
southernmost inhabited islands 
in the world, 7,500 miles from 
Britain and only 350 miles east 
of the tip of Argentina, but they 
have been In continuous British 
possession for over 140 years. 
The 2.000 hardy islanders are 
entirely of British descent. 
English-speaking, and deter¬ 
mined never to become Argen¬ 
tines,

I Recognizing this. Buenos 
Aires never talks about self- 
determination. It simply in¬ 
sists that a decade of Argentine 
occupation in the 1820ei gives it 
sovereignty over the Malvinas, 
as It calls the islands.

The Irony is that Britain 
would be happy to hand the 
islands over, if it were not for 
the embarrassing fact that the 
Falklanders (like the people of 
Gibraltar, in a closely parallel 
case) insist on remaining 
British. Fiver since the United 
Kingdom reached an agree¬ 
ment on limited co-operation 
with Argentina in 1971. ending 
a decade of icy relations 
between the two countries. 
London has been trying to push 
the islanders gently into the 
arms of Argentina. 

It is not that the Falklands 
cannot pay their way. Two- 
thirds of a million sheep are 
the basis of their economy, and 
provide the F'alkland Islanders 
with one of the highest per 
capita incomes In the world.. 
But Britain no longer has the 
desire to rule remote comers 
of the world, and trade with 
Argentina is clearly seen in 
London as a more important 
concern. 

At every turn, however, the 
British government has been 
thwarted by the Islanders’ ada¬ 
mant opposition to becoming 
Argentines, and by its own long¬ 
standing promise not to act 
against their wishes. When 
London made a new agreement 
with Bueno Aires In 1974. 
providing for a weekly air link 
with Argentina to be flown by 
the Argentine Air Force, 2 per 
cent of the population (40 
people) journeyed to London in 
panic to lobby against in¬ 
creased dependence on their 
neighbor. 


Tlie islanders suspicion and 
dislike of Argentina became 
even more intense after Juan 
Peron returned in 1974. Argen¬ 
tina, with British permission, 
has spent considerable amounts 
of money in the F'alklands in re¬ 
lent years in an attempt to win 
the islanders' confidence. But 
the Peronist legislators did not 
advance their cause by passing a 
law authorizing the Buenos Aires 
government to use force to bring 
a new dawn of Argentine Uberty 
to the oppressed islanders. 

The sudden rise in tension 
early this year, however, can 
be traced to just one thing: oil 
In 1975 a U.S. Geological 
Department survey suggested 
that the continental shelf 
between southern Argentina 
and the F'alklands could con¬ 
tain between 40 and 200 billion 
barrels of recoverable oil. The 
most promising area is right 
along the median line between 
the F'alklands and Argentina. 
★ ♦ ★ 

Argentina does not need to 
import oil at the moment, but 
its existing reserves will run 
out in 11 years. That fact, plus 
the particularly extreme form 
of nationalism fostered by 
Peronism, was enough to set 
Buenos Aires off on a new and 
urgent campaign to evict Bri¬ 
tain from the windswept 
islands. 

London's heart Is not in the 
struggle. In 1975, when Prime 
Minister Callaghan was still 
foreign minister, he granted 
the Argenlnes full visa control 
over airline services to the 
Falklands — which means that 


any islander travelling abroad 
. has lo sign a transit card 
stating that he is an Argentine 
citizen resident in the Islas 
Malvinas. 

London also compelled the 
F'alklands to return money 
deposits put down by oil com¬ 
panies eager for exploratory 
drilling licences, and an¬ 
nounced that It was sharing all 
information on mineral ex¬ 
ploration in the region with 
Argentina. No ex-imperial 
power has ever been more anx¬ 
ious to unload a colony than 
Britain is over the Falklands. 
but Britain's promise about 
self-determination remains a 
major stumbling block. 

The Argentines have con¬ 
tinued to press on the issue 
despite the roup in March and 
the near civil war raging 
between government and guer¬ 
rillas at home In March, 
telephone links with the islands 
were cut. and the air fare to 
Buenos Aires was doubled. In 
early May. a Royal Navy 
frigate on the way tome from 
Hong Kong was diverted to 
reinforce the islands' tiny gar¬ 
rison of 37 Royal Marines. 

For the moment, the 
F'alkland Islanders will 
probably go on winning their 
fight to stay British, but their 
long-term prospects are bleak. 
If London’s present policy of 
subtle persuasion cannot even¬ 
tually reconcile the islanders to 
becoming Argentines which 
is almost certain — then 
sooner or later Argentina will 
probably use force. Britain 
could not effectively defend the 
Islands against Argentine 
forces, and it very likely would 
not even |p.

'Quango' jobs 

The gravy train

"Quango " is a newly coined 
and significant word. Modish 
commentators are just beginn¬ 
ing to use it in Britain, where 
the phenomenon to which it 
refers seems to have gone 
further than elsewhere. 

It stands lor Quasi- 
Autonomous National 
Governmental Organizations, 
and what it means is the latest 
form of gravy train. 

Britain's' civil service 
department publishes — but 
does not publicize — a list cal¬ 
led '■ Directory of Paid Public 
Appointments Made by 
Ministers.’- It contains IDS 
pages, listing nearly 5.000 paid 
part-time jobs in the gift of the 
government. These are 
"quango" jobs, and there has 
been nothing like it since the 
patronage system of the 18th 
century. 

The appointments are to 
the boards, tribunals, councils, 
commissions and committees 
which have been springing up 
ever since the Serond World 
War. and have proliferated like 
toadstools on a damp morning 
under the present Labor 
government. 

♦ ♦ 

rhey range from the Equal 
Opportunities Commission, 
which hears complaints about 
alleged discrimination between 
the sexes, to the Horserace 
Totalisator Baord. which con¬ 
trols pari-mutuel betting on all 
Britain's racetracds. 

The salaries begin at around 
$2,000 a year and go up to at 
least $18,000. With one or two 
exceptions, the duties tend to 
be extremely light. Nobody 
ipinds if the bolder of'a 
- quango" job does not turn up at 
every meeting of the organiza¬ 
tion concerned. 

Many people hold more than 
one "quango” job. Some enjoy 
a whole sheaf of them. 

Ministers can appoint 
anybody they like, but a qierial 
Public Appointments Unit, 
which itself contains thirteen 
comfortably paid civil ser¬ 
vants. has now drawn up a list 
of suitable candidates. If the 
existing holders of "quango” 
jobs are any guide. It will in¬ 
clude a large number of trade 
union leaders. 

Leslie Kemp, for example, 
who retired earlier this year 
from a job In the Transport 


Union "because of ill health." 
has been appointed 
chairman of the Construc¬ 
tion Industry Training Board, 
with a minimum salary of 
$2,000. chairman of Corby 
Development Corporation 
($7,000) and chairman of Peter¬ 
borough Development Corpora¬ 
tion ($3,5001.

The Corby and Peterborough 
appointments were made by 
the local government minister. 
John Silkin, who was himself 
sponsored as a member of 
Parliament by the Transport 
Union. 

Die president of the Trades 
Union Congress. Cyril Plant, 
who is general secretary of the 
Inland Revenue Staff Federa¬ 
tion. receives $1,750 a year as a 
member of the Community 
Relations Commission and just 
over $4,000 as a member of the 
Monopolies and Mergers Com¬ 
mission. 

Derek Gladwin, the southern 
regional secretary of jhe 
Municipal WorkCra' Union,"fis 
on the board of the English

And 
British civil servants now en¬ 
joy an almost literally in¬ 
calculable benefit — their pern 
sions are index-linked and 
therefore inflation-proofed.

WILL THAT BE CASH or Chargex — or American Ex¬ 
press. or Master Charge or any of the dozens, maybe 
hundreds of others that bombard us with the buy-now. pay 
later syndrome? 

The plastic society that luis Canadians in hock to the tune 
of better than 15 billion dollars, and that figure excludes 
home mortgaging. 

One of the most staggering reasons why our inflation 
rate has left us all with a sense of despair, and has left the 
hxed-inoome group in a state of deprivation and desperation. 
Without question, one of the most nefarious schemes ever in¬ 
vented to haunt the democratic world. 

HAVING WRITTEN in like vein on this subject for a 
number of years, I was more than overjoyed to welcome a 
high-powered ally to the cause last week. 

Maxwell Henderson, the one-time auditor-general and 
quite possibly the most astute financial man in this country, 
laid it on the line in a manner that could not be mis¬ 
interpreted.

THEY WILL TROT OtT the hoary old bit about credit 
buying making it possible for (‘onsumers to enjoy the advan¬ 
tages ol a product and pay tor it while enjoying it. 

They will deny their interest rates are much of an im¬ 
post, but you know and I know they are not in business lor 
their good health. They are in business for the up to 24 per 
cent interest they can garner on the money loaned. 

Whi(‘h means inflation ^ no other dirty word for it. 

We are buried by credit cards — company cards, airline 
cards, major department store cards plus all the aforemen¬ 
tioned trade names and if you are sucker enough to live by 
them, please don't utter a single bleat or bleep about 
runaway inllation. 

EVERY TIME you offer up a plastic card in lieu of cash 
for a gasoline purchase, you are contributing to inflation. 
Every time you buy a television set on the instalment plan, 
you add to the misery — your own and others. 

The frugality of cash buying has been buried by the 
smooth-talking hucksters who peddle the credit ideology. We 
have somehow or other lost sight of the real savings that can 
be alforded through cash purchasing. Like the interest your 
money gains as you pul it in a bank in order to save up for a 
purchase, add the money you can gain by price haggling 
when you have cash to lay on the line. 

PLUS THE REAL SAVINGS ol not having to make those 
interest payments. 

There is no telling how many Canadians use credit buy¬ 
ing. but the percentage must be reasonably high. Those who 
do not avail themselves of the inflation-producing credit, 
are. in eflect, being forced to pay for the sms of others. 

Maxwell Henderson knows figures. He can read a 
balance sheet with any of them, he can spot the errors and 
ommissions from ten pa('es. he has ferret^ out fraud, deceit 
and stupidity in government spending to the tune of hundreds 
of millions of dollars. His credentials are impeccable. 

HIS FINANCIAL ACUMEN is far superior to that of 
Prime Minister Trudeau or of any of Trudeau's finance 
ministers or of any of the financial advisors to them. They 
have all failed in the most miserable way to halt the ever- 
upward trend of inflation because they refuse to recognize 
the truth and the problems connected with the credit 
malaise. 

If every single Canadian tore up every damned last 
credit card, the first major step In the regaining of financial 
stability would be accomplish^. 

But if you continue to proffer them instead of cash, then 
discontinue your rantings, railings and gnashing of teeth. 
yOur diatribes against inflation.* You just happen to be one of 
the major contributors to that inflation.

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Taiwanese mellowing 
under Nationalist'rule

In 1947. when the Chinese 
nationalist government of 
Chiang Kai-shek still held sway 
on the mainland, it put down a 
rebellion by the local popula¬ 
tion of Taiwan with actions so 
brutal that relations between 
the two groups were frozen in 
distrust for years. 

An estimated 10,000 
Taiwanese were killed in the 
revolt against Nationalist cor¬ 
ruption and incompetence. 
That terror was the genesis of 
the Taiwanese independence 
movement. wh\cb gained 
momentum w'hen the 
Nationalists lost control of the 
Chinese mainland to the com¬ 
munists two years later, in 
1949. and set up headquarters 
here. 

In the mid-1950s. Taiwanese 
dissidents in Japan even 
formed an exile Provisional 
Government of the Republic of 
Formosa and chose their own 
president. But in recent years

the loose-knit movement has 
fizzled out. Many Taiwanese 
have concluded that their in¬ 
terests have merged with those 
of the Nationalists. 

“At this point (the 
movement i does not appear to 
be an organization the 
Nationalist government must 
be concern^ with,' said a 
foreign diplomat here. 

As much as anything else, 
the movement is a casualty of 
the American effort to “nor¬ 
malize" relations with the Peo¬ 
ple's Republic of C'hina. That 
policy, proclaimed in 1972, 
dashiNf the hopes of Taiwanese 
dissidents that the United 
States would support them in 
establishing an independent 
Taiwan government. They 
were forced to accept that only 
two alternatives remained for 


their island: Either it would 
( ontinue to be controlled by the 
Nationalists, who still gran¬ 
diosely maintain that they will 
return to the mainland one day. 
or it would be taken over by the 
communists. Virtually all 
Taiwanese appear to prefer the 
Nationalists to the com¬ 
munists. and they have become 
increasingly reconciled to co¬ 
existing with the Nationalist 
government. 

The communists once sup¬ 
ported a Taiwan Democratic 
Self-Government League, but 
It was never much more than a 
name. Communist appeal on 
the island is thought to be 
negligible. 

Equally important, the 
Nationalists' behavior here has

Because he commutes regularly to his farm 
at Ramvik, a practice he says he will con¬ 
tinue as prime minister, Sweden may oc¬ 
casionally be run from the kitchen of the Fall- 
din homestead. 

Elected chairman In June 1971, Falldin's 
leadership helped the Centre party increase 
its share of the vote from 16.1 per cent in the 
1968 election to 25.1 per cent in 1973. ft slipped 
back slightly in the election Sunday to 24.1 
per cent, but remained the leader of the coali¬ 
tion of three non-Socialist parties that ousted 
Prime Minister Olot Palme's socialist 
communist coalition. 

Falldin's 
uncompromising opposition to the socialists, 
plans for a vast nuclear power system has 
made him a controversial figure. 

He has been accused of narrow¬ 
mindedness and even fanaticism because of 
his obsession with the nuclear issue.

They carried 
out a successful land reform 
program, transformed the 
Taiwan economy into the most 
dynamic in Southeast Asia, and 
generally exhibited a flair for 
governing not apparent during 
their years on the mainland. 

But it has taken many years 
even to begin closing the 
cultural gap between the 
former mainlanders, whose 
population is estimate at two 
million, and the rest of 
Taiwan's 16 million people. 

The Taiwanese are descen¬ 
dants of Chinese who 
emigrated from the mainland 
between 15th and 19th cen¬ 
turies. 

Cut off from the mainland by 
the Jafiaiietie otTupatiun of 1895 
to 19^, Taiwanese developed 
their own customs, similar to 
those of the Japanese. The 
spoken language is distinct,, 
though the written language is 
similar to Chinese used 
elsewhere 

When the Nationalists fled 
here in 1949, they occupied vir¬ 
tually all important govern¬ 
ment and military positions, 
while the Taiwanese flourished 
in business. 

The Nationalists eventually 
allowed Taiwanese to hold 
most positions at the local and 
county levels of government 
and. in the early 1970s, a 
breakthrough at the cabinet 
level occurred: Six of the 
government's 19 cabinet posi¬ 
tions were given to Taiwanese, 
a ratio which has been main¬ 
tained since. 

Taiwanese participation in 
the rubber-stamp Legislative 
Assembly also has increased, 
from a few representatives in 
1949 to about 20 per cent now. 
About 70 per cent of officers in 
the armed forces are 
mainlanders, while the 
percentage is reversed among 
enlisted men, a military 
spokesman said. 

But while mainlanders still 
dominate top government and 
military jobs, they continued to 
be excluded from Taiwan s 
lucrative business establish-« 
menls. 

It may be that the two groups 
now see the advantages ol 
merging, said a local politician 
whose opposition to the 
mainlanders has mellowed in 
recent years. 

But the Nationalists still are 
wary ol potential Taiwanese 
opposition, a tact, reflected in 
the current imprisonment ot 
somewhere between 200 and 
1,000 people for political 
reasons.

VANCOUVER (UPIl — The 
head of a Canadian trfist com- 
pany Wednesday was sharply 
critical of plans to overhaul 
the national banking system, 
charging they would concen¬ 
trate too much wealth in the 
hands of a “small and power¬ 
ful banking elite'* and possi¬ 
bly force up interest rates on 
loans and mortgages. 

“The government, in Its 
hurry to please the bankers, 
may do a great deal of harm 
to near-banks, to consumers, 
to small businesses .and to fe- 
dera 1-prov inc ia 1 relations, ’' 
said Stewart Ripley of Toron¬ 
to. president of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Trust Ct>. 

“Obviously a dispropor^ 
tionately large percentage of 
Canada’s we^lh (already) is 
gravitating into the control of 
a few dozen i>e<^>le.“ 

He criticized the govern¬ 
ment for pushing the con¬ 
sumer into a “cashless soci¬ 
ety,” Banks would even sell 
bus and lottery tickets along 
with loans and securities. 

“I’m afraid the trend to¬ 
ward one-s(c^ financial shop¬ 
ping is going to put the con¬ 
sumer at an even greater dis¬ 
advantage,” he said. “It’s 
confusing when one institution 
offers a whole variety of uiu^- 
lated services. I find it hard 
to believe it’s in the interests 
of consumers to make it 
'simpler and easier to ^rend 
money.” 

Addressing the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Accoun¬ 
tants. Ripley charged that the 
pTC^x>6als contained in a new 
government white paper on 
banking could have far- 
reaching consequences for the 
banking system and the basic 
structure of Canadian sodety. 

“I doubt that the Canadian 
Bankers Association could 
have been more pleased with 


it had they composed it them¬ 
selves.” he said. 

“People used to say. ‘whet's 
good (or General Motors is 
good for the country.’ How 
people seem to be saying, 
’what’s good for bankers is 
good for the country.' 

is it? Can any county 
afford to allow its wealth and 
power to become ctmeentrat- 
ed in the hands of a few peo¬ 
ple?” 

He said trust companies 
might have no alterative but 
to try to become savings 
banks«if the white pajier be- 
c'omes law. 

The trust companies associ¬ 
ation already is investigating 
the legal poaslblllty of a trust 
company incorporating itself 
as a savings bank so it could 
oi»erate under less-restrictive 
conditions. 


Re\-iewing proposed Bank 
Act changes contained in the 
white paper. Ripley said trust 
companies had battled for 
years at a competitive disad¬ 
vantage with banks. They had 
hoped to receive more operat¬ 
ing room and had want^ the 
powers of the chartered banks 
restricted to banking alone. 

“We did not expect to find 
ourselves locked In by even 
tighter constraints or to see 
the banks being granted addi¬ 
tional privileges.” he said. 

“The government claims Its 
goal is to strengthen our fi¬ 
nancial system by promoting 
effective and equitable com¬ 
petition. 

“Yet it is going to permit 
banks to augment their huge 
si/c and market reach while 
penalizing near-banks.”

Tuberculosis high 
on Indian reserve

Sophie Thomas, a Stoney 
Creek band elder, says poor 
sanitation and crowded condi¬ 
tions on the res«^e In librth- 
. y central B.C. have <i-eated a 
large incidence of Ti*)erculo* 
sis. 

Mrs. TliOQiaa. president of 
the Indian Homemakers Asso- 
ciatirm. said band memheri 
feared disease v^as on the in¬ 
crease. 


Dad paints 
rrosstmlk, 
arrested 

lt)RONTO (CP) — A father 
concerned about traffic in 
front of the school his tu*o 
children attend, was arrested 
after he painted a home-made 
cr<«s\\alk on the street. 

Ilie works department 
sandblasted the markings, but 
the man returned later and 
repainted the crosswalk. 

He also stayed ^'n to act as 
school crossing guard, despite 
police warnings that he might 
be legally responsible for ac¬ 
cidents involving children 
other than his own. 

Police said they had no 
knowledge of a second of¬ 
fence. but that If it did occur 
the man would be charged 
again. 

Police said Joseph Charles 
Edwards, 27. was charged 
with mischief to pitblic pro- 
ty. 


'Ibere are at least 10 report¬ 
ed cases of tuberculosis on 
the j-eserve with a population 
of about 400 — about 20 timet 
the rate among the general 
population. 

Mrs. TlKwnas said 12 to i6 
fipi'sons could be found living 
in one small two-bedroom 
house lacking proper sanita¬ 
tion. 

•‘An old woman must crawl 
on all fours in the winter to 
get to the outltde w'ashiwm 
because she is sick and there 
are no facilitie.s for her inside. 

“lliere Is veiy poor sanita¬ 
tion in places, no sewers vtd 
a great fear disease, will 
spread.” she said. 

'Mrs. Thomas said medical 
health nurses were doing the 
best jc^ possible on the re¬ 
serve. but wei'e hampered by 
the number of patients to see 
and lack of funding. 

The federal medical eer- 
vices division confirmed si.x 
new and four relapsed cases 
of tuberculosis were reported 
on the Stone>' Creek resen’e 
in the first five months of this 
year. 

Dr. G. C. Butler, regional 
director tor the federal medi¬ 
cal services dSvision, said in 
a telephone interview from 
Vancouver that no new cases 
had been found since May. 
birt a medical specialist would 
be on the reserve in October. 

Butler termed the incidence 
of tuberculosis on the Strwiey 
Creek reserve 'a very high 
rate for that population.” He 
said the cases of tuberculosis 
seemed to be under control 
and most victims were being 
treated jn their homes. 


Butler said the incidence of 
tuberculosis w’as much higher 
among rvative Indians than 
whites, and cited overcrowd¬ 
ing, lack of proper nutrition 
and alcohol as fartora oon- 
Irihuting to ite spread. 

A report prepai*ed by Butler 
also shows alcohol abuse to be 
the ma.Ior health problem 
among Indians in B.C., and 
one which contributes directly 
to many deaths. 

“Forty per cent of Indian 
deaths are due to accidrnts 
and violence, and excessive 
use of alcohol Is associated 
with most of these deaths,'^ 
he said. 

Butler said fl5 million had 
been allotted by the federal 
government for controlling al¬ 
cohol abuse by Indians.

IX>NDON (UPl) — James 
Butler had a great idea back 
In 1887 — a jcf atrpiane. He 
patented it and waited for the - 
offers to pour in. 

They didn't, because Butler 
was one of that band of inven¬ 
tors who conceive a geniune 
advance before there is any 
way of making it commer¬ 
cially practicable. 

'there is a chance, ot course, 
that Butler misdit have known 
of a patent grated two other 
KngUshmen. StrinffBeflow and 
Henson, In 1842. which de¬ 
scribed a heavier-than-air 
pl^ne. They were actually re¬ 
puted to have flown a model 
60 years before the Wright 
brothers. 

But In 1842, there was no 
engine that could propel such 
a plane, so Strin^ellow and 
Hen.sf« were only expressing 
on their patent what a U.S. 
federal court of appeals called 
“a prophetical poasibility.” 

It’s fairly easy to think of 
Hvise, said the magazine New 
iSctentist In a cautimiary tale 
for inventnra. W* very hand, 
though, to bring them into 
commercial use. 

The federal court decision 
came In the suit erf Rear Ad¬ 
miral Bradley Fiske, who in 
1912 patented a eystem of 
dro|^>ing one-ton torpedoes 
frwn planes. The trouble was 
that at the time there was no 
plane that could lift a torpedo 
that size, and no torpedo that 
could hit the water without 
exploding. 

Eventually the U.S. navy, 
tlmii^ expensive experi¬ 


mentation. did develop plane- 
carr\cd toriiedoes. Fiske sued 
and lost. 

Georgest VaJensi waa ludder 
than most. He was granted a 
patent in 1939 for color televi¬ 
sion receiver circuitry — be¬ 
fore there was any color TV 
to receive. His patent, which 
should have e.xpired in 16 
years, was extended to 1971 so 
he could I'eroive some reward 
for his w'oik. 

Patent e.xtensiona are very 
rare. 

An American named Heal 
patented the idea (rf making 
glass by the float process in 
1902. Sir Ala.stair Pilkingtnn 
perfe<*ted the floating of mol¬ 
ten glass on a liquid bed in 
1953, after seven years and $7 
million worth of research. 

Heal thought up an idea. Sir 
Alastalr made the theory 
work. Thai's the big dif¬ 
ference in the patent wtjrld 
between the dreamers and 
d'XTs. Piilkington’s specific 
metlvKl is pn>tected by i^ores 
of patents. 

Ale.xander Graham Bell 
made practical the conception 
iTf a tcleprfione which another 
American named Drumbaugh 
had tinkered with some five 
years earlier. Who ever heard 
of Drumbaugh? 

New Scientist mentioned a 
patent application by a. Ger¬ 
man chemical firm for an In¬ 
genious method of raising 
subiherged ships by pumping 
expanded plastics iinto them. 
The German patent examiner 
refused the application on the 
ground he had once seen a 
movie cartoon in which Don¬ 
ald Duck raised a sunkw boat 
with ping pong halls.

The uni Ml kept pressing 
when the Social Credit gov¬ 
ernment was elected last De¬ 
cember and for a long-time 
nothing happened. Finally. 
Iasi June when special legisla¬ 
tion proNided a contract end¬ 
ing a dispute in the industry, 
the agreement included a $6 
million* commitment for the 
program. 

The legislation Bill 75 
imfiosed the agreement fol¬ 
lowing the first strike in 
HEU’s 31-year history. The 
terms took into account most 
of the projKisals of a s[>ecial 
mediator. 

The union said Wednesday 
nothing had been done since 
to make good on the $6 mil¬ 
lion promise.

A spokesman said there would be no thought of 
walking off the job Oct. 14 because of the nature of the 
industry. However, members would — if the recom¬ 
mendation was accepted — take part in noon-hour dem¬ 
onstrations outside the province’s hosf^tals. 

TTie union considers itself one of the major victims 
of the federal Anti-Inflation Board — a prime target in 
the natiMial protest. 

Its long fight for a new contract included the ser¬ 
vices of an industrial inquiry commissioner, a special 
mediator and a strike at seven hospitals before the 
dispute was finally settled by a gpeciaBy-legislated 
agreemwit. 

Although the provincial government set tiie amount 
of w'age Increase, this was cut back by almost six per 
cent to eight per cent by the AIB. The union has 
charged that the government, despite its agreement, 
made a deal with'the AIB.

TTie campaign began during 
a n 11-day walkout by 
members of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Smelter and Al¬ 
lied Workers who went on 
atjike to back demands that 
the company reopen contract 
neffotiaHons 

The unit>n earlier agreed fo 
a rontrart withlri federal anti- 
inflation guidelines, but 
members became restive 
when the federal anti-inflation 
board approved other con¬ 
tracts exceeding guidelines. 

About 300 woricers remained 
on the job during the walkout, 
eisming about for each 
day. 

Striking workers blockaded 
the plant, but the blo(*kade 
was later broken up by a 
160-man RCMP riot force. 

One union member, who 
asked to remain anonymous, 
says the campaign won't end 
until all of those who re¬ 
mained at work have left.

The 3(hmerrYber council also 
called for changes in Bank 
Act regulations which say 
that bank directors must own 
at least 3.5<)0 share.s of the 
hank's stock.

Off-track bets 
may be limited 


Only small crowd 
for Barons debut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
lb* hoii.<ie hag appren'ed and 
sent to th* aenat* a bill that 
would eliminat* all off-track 
betting on outof-ctat* horec 
races by 1982. 

The bill, approved 315 to 86. 
would outlaw betting on races 
taking place outside the state 
within which the bet was 
made. 

Onl>' New York and Cwmec- 
ticut have off-track betting 
parlors. New York parlors 
lake bets on races on tracks 
in New- York and other states. 
OonnecHcut, which has no 
race tracks, aliowg OTB on 
New York races. 

New York and Qinnecticut 
pay a percentage of their take 
to race tracks in other stales 
under contract. 

The bill would allow current 
contracts to expire before the 
ban would become effective in 
those two states. The Connec- 
tlcut-New York contract 
would be the last to expire, in 
1982. 

Supporters of the bill said it 


was needed to protect the 313 
biUton horta-racing iiidustr>. 
They said small tracks would 
ultimately suffer If their po- 
tential customers stayed 
awmy and placed bets in OTB 
parlors. 

Without the bill, a growth in 
off-traok betting could ultima¬ 
tely reduce the thoroughbred 
horse racing tracks from the 
current 99 to two or three, ac¬ 
cording to the house com¬ 
merce committee which wiole 
the bill. 

It said 23.500 hoi-se breeders 
and many indu.stries associat¬ 
ed with horse racing would he 
hurt. 

Rep. John Murphy. 
D -N.Y., objected on the 
grounds that the bill was 
'■frivolous.” 

Much of the OTB betting, he 
said, is placed on races 
beyond the commuting dis¬ 
tance of the bettors. For ex¬ 
ample, Murphy said. New 
York paid $875,000 to Florida 
last year as a percentage of 
wagering on races held in 
Florida.

TORONTO (CP) — Manag¬ 
ing a first-year expansion 
club in major-league iMseball 
is supposed to be an unenvia¬ 
ble job but you would never 
know it Hslctilng to Roy 
Hartsfield, the first field boss

Introduced at a news con- 
feivnce Wednesday, he left no 
doubt about his joy at esc^ 
ing from the minors after 15 
years. 

Asked how he liked Toron¬ 
to's weather (chilly and windy 
on day), the 50-year-old 
native of Atlanta reiill^:

Peter Bavasi, 33-year-old 
general manager, said Harts¬ 
field was picked from among 
three candidates (he wouldn’t 
name the others) because he 
has the credentials needed to 
handle the collection of raw 
youngsters and fading veter¬ 
ans the Blue Jays are likely 
to Obtain in the Nov. 5 expan¬ 
sion draft in New York. 

“We needed someone who 
has managed young players. 
Patience and maturity were 
the key elements. The man 
we were looking for needed a 
good record and the ability to 
relate to today's players with 
their newfound frwdoms.” 

A former Infielder who 


spent three seasons with the 
old Boston Braves of the Na¬ 
tional League in a playing ca¬ 
reer that ran from 1943 to 
1957, Hartsfield has managed 
in the minors (or 15 years, 
seven of which his teams won 
the pennant. 

He comes to Toronto from 
Hawaii Islanders of the Pacif¬ 
ic Coast League, pennant win¬ 
ners the last two seasons al¬ 
though they went bankrupt re¬ 
cently despite having the best 
attendance in the league.

KITIMAT (CP) — Judge 
Selwyn RoniiJly Wednesday 
dismissed a charge of ol> 
struction against Peter Bur> 
ton, former president of the 
Canadian Association of 
Smelter and Allied Workers 
local here. 

Crown prosecutor Gary 
Abrams then entered a stay 
of proceedings on similar 
charges against 31 other per¬ 
sons for their activities during 
a wildcat strike at the Alumi¬ 
num Co. of Canada smelter in 
June. (See alsoPg. 13.) 

The 31, along with Burton, 


were arrested by a riot squad 
of more than 200 KCMP in a 
raid June 12 on a union barri¬ 
cade on a road leading to the 
smelter. 

They were charged with 
committing nuschief by wil¬ 
fully obstructing lawful use of 
the road.

Big Beirut battle marks

BEIRUT (UPI) — Heavy 
fighting in Beirut Wednesday 
threatened the peaceful turn¬ 
over ct power to President- 
Elect Elias Sarkis on the eve 
of his inauguration. Fired pre¬ 
mier Rashid Karami an¬ 
nounced he would boycott the 
Kwearing-in. 


Heavy machine gun and 
mortar battles eiong "tradi- 
tional” frontlines in downtown 
and southern Beirut and the 
shelling of residential neigh¬ 
borhood killed at least 1(6 
persons in the last 24 hours, 
according to hospital and mi¬ 
litia counts.

DUNCAN — Local 1-80 of 
the International Wood¬ 
workers ot America has an¬ 
nounced a program to provide 
free legal interview services 
for its members. 

Local i)re.«5ident Roger Stan- 
yer said the union has ar¬ 
ranged with a Victoria firm to 
provide.free legal advice at 
the union office fw aU T.W.A. 
members and their families. 

Under the program, law^^ 
ycrs from a Victoria law firm 
will be available el the IWA 
office in Duncan on Saturday 
moi7)ing.s from 9:00 a.m. until 
noon. 

"Many working ijeople are 
afraid of lawyers. Yet work¬ 
ing people have a wide range 
of legal problems," Stanyer 
said. "With this in mind we 
decided to institute this free 
legal interview program to 
ensua'e better access to legal 
service for peof)lo of moder¬ 
ate niJ*ans." 

After a three-month, trial 
period the local will consider 
expanding the program. 


VANCOUVER (CP) New. 
Democratic leader David Bar¬ 
rett and the International 
Woodworkers of America 
joined in a % condemnation 
Wednesday of the Social Cred¬ 
it government.

Insurance and medical pre¬ 
miums." 

Barrett accused the Bennett 
government of attacking peo¬ 
ple on welfare and gearing ui> 
for a "new vicious, negative 
assault" on labor, possibly 
through "riid't-tO’Work" legis¬ 
lation aimed at ending latxir 
freedoms. 

Barrett said such legisla- 
tioh, by ending the union shop. 
Nv-uuld bring "industrial chaos 
in this province." 

He said Social Credit in- 
iixxiuced, through major tax 
increases, "a new phenome¬ 
non. a tax-led depression." 

When the government sucks 
up millions through higher 
taxes and other charges, that 
money can't circulate and 
help keep the economy 
healthy. 

Bennett said people come to 


him and practically apologize 
for voting against the NDP in 
the Dec. 11 general electiem 
and lor helping Social O^t 
win power.

He also told deflates they 
should nut lelax t^ir fight 
against unfair anti-infiation 
controls the day after the Oct.

Kxempt from the restric¬ 
tions are any advertising con¬ 
tracts signM on or before 
Sei)l. 21 ^^'hich last one year 
(»r le.ss and which cannot be 
extended. 


Bill &9S Is the legislaHon 
which imposed the same tax 
restrictions on advertising; in 
foreign maga/ines, a measure 
which resulted in the demise 
of the Canadian edition of 
Time magazine. 

The magazine provisions of 
the bill were made retroactive 
to Jan. 1 ^^'hen the bill be¬ 
came law July IH but 11>e 
broadcasiiing section.^ were 
delayed to allow "interested 
parties to make represent¬ 


ations to the government con¬ 
cerning the availability of ad¬ 
vertising time on Canadian 
stati(xis.'’ 

The restrictions are expect¬ 
ed to stem the flow of about 
$20 million a year in Canadian 
advertising money which now 
goes to V.S. border television 
stations, money the govern¬ 
ment says might otherwise 
add to the profits of the finan¬ 
cially-troubled domestic 
broadcasting industry.

‘Racist remarks’ criticized 


Get Vander Zalm out, 
demands irate Barrett 


CROPTON — Opposition 
leader Daxid Barrett Tuesday' 
called for the resignation of 
Human Re.sourres Minister 
William Vander Zalm because 
of "racist remarks" by the 
minister. 

Barrett told a crowd of 150

‘*If that isn't racism, I don’t 
knmv what Is.’’ 

He said if Premier Bennett 
was sincere in try'ing to lead 


the province out of Its prob¬ 
lems "he will ask Vander 
Zalm to resign o\er his state¬ 
ment because it is a slur on 
what we are trying to build in 
B.C.’ 

Barrett was here to speak 
to NDP member* from the 
Cowichan-Qiemainus Valley. 

Barrett al.so said every’ 
worker who participates In 
the Oct. 14 day of protest 
called by the Canadian Labor 
Congress should ,V>ln the NDP 
to make the protest against 
wages control work. 

Barrett was asked about re¬ 
marks n;ade by Nanaimo 
MT 4 A David Stupich who had 
said he felt the one-day 
protest would not solve any¬ 
thing. 

Barrett said the nation-wide 
strike was not an NDP deci¬ 
sion but one marie by the 
trade unions. 

"We were not consulted but 


our oi»inion was asked, I tliink 
e\ pry organized grouT> has a 
right to protest if they recog¬ 
nize that they will suffer the 
consequences. 

"The protest will come and 
go blit the firoblems will be 
around for a long time." 

He said that if union 
member* had the feeling that 
the one-day strike would 
"show them" they had better 
forget it. 

"One day won’t educate the 
I>ublic. A lot more has to l)e 
done." 

Stupich’* comments, said 
Barrett, were an indication of 
the frusti-atlon felt by all NDP 
members that while union 
members were so upset about 
the controls, they continued to 
vote for other political par¬ 
ties.

Ford Canada 

shutdown 

looming 

DETROIT fUPI) The 
Ford Miotor Co. said Wednes¬ 
day tl» week-old strike by toe 
United Auto Workers \rill 
force a complete shutdown of 
its Canadian operations by 
early next w’eek, idling 14,000 
workers in addition to 170.000 
off the job in the United 
States. 

About 2,700 workers at the 
St. TTiomas, Ont.. plant pro¬ 
ducing subcompact Pintos 
and compact Mavericks w^ere 
idled after the afternoon .shift 
Wednesday. joining 1.600 
workers who were laid off at 
the Wndsor engine and cast¬ 
ing plant complex Monday. 
Windsor workers prc^ably 
will be laid off by Friday. 

A spokesman for Ford of 
Canada said the Oakrille as¬ 
sembly plant and the Ontario 
truck plant at Oakville proba¬ 
bly would be able to complete 
this week, but he said it was 
tloubtful they would operate 
ne.xt week. 

The Canadian workers are 
covei'ed by a separate con¬ 
tract that was extended w^ien . 
the U.S. workers began their 
strike. About 75 per cent of 
the cars and trucks built in 
Canada are shipped into t^ 
United States. 

In suburban Dearborn, 
Mich. UAW and FOrd negotia¬ 
tors met for a third straight 
day under a virtual news 
blackout as a small group of 
dissidents conu)lained about 
union negotiating tactics. 

Although spe^esmen said a 
complete news blackout had 
not l>een imposed, they would 
say almost nothing except ne¬ 
gotiators were at Ford’s 
wuritl headtiuarleis. Any fur¬ 
ther questions were niel by 
silence.

Brilliant Belfry fighting for survival

With all the hoopla and 
»end>up surrounding LaBonza 
Meets Bill Bennett which 
opens a four-day run tenight. 
something vital has been 
pushed to the background. 

Certainly the show, which 
brings together much of Vlc- 
toda's pertbrming communi¬ 
ty, has been billed as a bene¬ 
fit for the DelCry. But whet 
nobody has reaSly said b hem 
essential die show's MePher- 
son box office is to the future 
of this city's onily vibrant cul- 
turai centre. 

When Beifry administrator 
Richard Brciwnsey simply 
states, "we need the money." 
it shouldn't be met with 
' Well, who doesn’t need a lit¬ 
tle more these days.” 

He isn’t talking about e.xtra 
rash to give themselves all a 
raise, w to lay down broad- 
loom in the theatre. 

He’s tadklng about survival 
Three months at best. 

Certainly Belfry co-direc- 
.tors iDon Shipley and Pat 
Armstong have applied for 
every grant available, but 
Brownsey beneath a guise of 
optimism concedes "money is 
tight." 

The Belfry Is not yet a year 
old and already it has left a 
profound mark on this city 
and has a growing reputation 
elsewhere. Tbis certainly 
wasn't achieved by sitting 
around waiting out the e.xpiry 
of some grant or another, but. 
with Imagination, hard work 
and a keen business sense. 

No flpportuni^ was we.sted 
to eucre some ot the Weed 
Coast's and elsewhere’i finest 
talents. But at the same time 
the space wasn’t Just handed 
over free ot charge, aiipfley 
negotiates for strict percent- 
sgss. Ahd once the audience 
is ibsre. everything from rsf- 
fit tickets to hot cider are 

In short, The Belfry staff 
pedalled. 

Whip major renovations 
were needed to the theatre 
and the till wouldn't allow a 
rcmtractor. they got dowm on 
their knees and did it. They’re 
ivrt rfloadiing martyrdewn, but 
that is the situation. 

But on a more optimistic 
vein, ehotjld life-saving fi¬ 
nancing come through, and La¬ 
Bonza more than pay the 
costs and the rmt at the 
McPherson, what then? 

Simple enough, according to 
Brnwnsey. The Belfry will pro- 
duc.e its own shows. And with 
at least two of western Cina- 
da’s hi^ly-touted theatre tal¬ 
ents on staff, that’s as it 
shogld be. 

A little aiide to all tliis is 
that no one has heard from 
Premier Bennett, other than 
through this column, concern¬ 
ing the Belfry’s invitation that 
he make a guest appearance 
in the erffering produced by 
a coalition of local artists. 

Actually no one expected 
the premier to have time to 
take part, but a letter along 
the lines of "I would but I 
hear the music isn't right . 
..." or some other poke at 
the show’s composer, Victoria 
NDP MLA Charles Barber, 
would haw been a good boost 
for this benefit.

Quite fond of bacon, ham and 
«m(Aed aausage. If I buy 
these In great quantity, aill 
they freeze writ? 

Anewer— As a general rule, 
cured meata such as those 
mentioned have a riiorter 
freezer storage life than fresh 
meats. For example, bacon, 
sliced ham. frankfurters and 
smoked sausage will keep 
well up to (xie month in the 
freezer but fresh poric can be 
frozen for three to six mcmths. 

Although the smoking 
process and the spices added 
to the meate that are cured 
retard rancidity, the preaence 
of ealt In great amounts also 
hastens the <m8et of rancidity. 
For longer freezer storage, 
keephacon. frankfurtors, etc.. 
In ^ir vacuum packages and 
ovenKTap with aluminum foil, 
plastic or freezer wrap. 

Qaestloii—Can I suftwtltute 
soft margarine for hard but¬ 
ter or margarine in my bak¬ 
ing redpes? I know butter 
and mafgarine are interchan¬ 
geable but can you use thefq 
In place of shortening? 

Answer—You may substi¬ 
tute eoft margarine for hard 
butter or margarine <mly in 
some recipes, such as in cer¬ 
tain cakes and cookies that do 
not require the shartenlng to 
remain intact. For instance, 
you cannot use soft margarine 
successfully in pie shells in 
%\'hich the shortening has to 
be “cut in” or in puff pastry 
which requires layering of 
dough and shortening and 
chilling between application 
of layers to obtain firm 
layers. Soft margarine also 
would not adapt well to frost- 
ings that need to have peaks 
when applied on cakes or 
coddet. 

Butter or margarine can be 


substituted for shortening but 
only in recipes in which the 
amounts of water and fat are 
not oritica]. Shortening i» all 
fat but butter and margarine 
have 15 per cent water in 
them. To obtam the beet tex¬ 
ture when substituting, make 
ailofwances by increasing the 
butter or margarine and using 
less liquid. 

QuestioB—My 15-year-cdd 
daughter attempted to cook 
pop c orn bi the microwave 
oven and the glass dish she 
had placed the popcorn In 
broke. Another catastrophe 
that occuired was when ^e 
tried to hard-cook an egg in 
the microwave oven. 

Answer—Popcorn will cook 
In a microwave oven but don’t 
try it for several reasons. It is 
a dry food and usually popped 
in small quantities. When 
there is not enough food mass 
in the oven, it becomes loaded 
with energy and may cause 
the microwave to back into 
the magnetron tube causing 
arcing and shortening the life 
of the unit. It Is similar/to 
operating the oven empty. It 
is not surprising for the dish 
that you cook It In to break 
because the popcorn geta ex¬ 
tremely hot during cooking 
time, transferring heat to the 
dish. The intense heat could 
cause the grease to ignite 
which could melt the grease 
shield or damage the door of 
the ove^If you put the pop¬ 
corn in a paper bag it can 
cause the bag to flame. Even 
If you start out with cold pop¬ 
corn from the refrigerator, 
the conventional oven will still 
produce better popcorn. 

Cooking an egg In Its shell 
in the microwrave oven should 
never be attempted because 
an tnt^ii^ pressure is creat¬ 
ed upon reaching high tem- 
peraiture, and the egg ex¬ 
plodes.

PASADENA (UPI^ — Vik¬ 
ing 2 has discovered that the 
north polar cap o< Mar» is 
mostly frozen water, settling 
a scientific dispute and in¬ 
creasing the chances for dev- 
el(^ment erf life on the red 
planet. 

Viking scientists announced 
the discovery with great ex¬ 
citement Wednesday, confirm¬ 
ing that the polar cap ice in¬ 
cludes frozen water, not just 
fr<»en carbon dioxide, com¬ 
monly known as "dry ice." 

“We have ended a five-year 
controversy," said Dr. flugh 
Kieffer. “The residual (north) 
polar cap is made out <rf 
water tee. I would predict the 
southern polar cap Is also 
water ice." 


It -was previously discov¬ 
ered that there Is at least 
some water vapor In the Mar¬ 
tian atmosphere, but it was 
not certain whether the planet 
had large quantities of water, 
which is thought to be indis¬ 
pensable for the development 
of life. 

“There was a time when we 
thought there was no water on 
Mars." said scientist Gerald 
Soften. “Now we find there 
are massive amounts of water 
frxwen into the north polar 
cap." 

Scientists can only guess at 
how much ice is there. But 
there were estimates that 
fmm 1.000 to 100.000 cubic kil¬ 
ometers of Ice may be present 
in the polar caps, with much 


Class action lawsuits 
win minister’s backing 


VANCOUVER (UPI) — 
Tony Abbott, new consumer 
and corporate affairs min¬ 
ister. Wednesday endorsed 
the concept of federal class 
action lawsuits for Canada 
but rejected U.S.-style 
“bounty-hunter” cases which 
failed to benefit the con¬ 
sumer. 

Abbott, a former eorporate 
lawyer, voiced confidence he 
would be 'able to switch 
successfully to his new role as 
■'defender <rf the Canadian 
consumer." He said he would 
give consumer protection top 
priority because consumers 
make up the “most vulnera¬ 
ble” group in society. 

He told a news conference 
the U.S. class action system 
was too attractive to “bounty 
hunter lawyers” — who went 
out and found rases from 
which attorneys made a lot of 
money but which resulted in 
little significant help to the 
consumer. 

"I do not think we should 
have a system where a case 
c-an be drummed up when it 
has very little merit to It.” he 


said. “The class action case is 
a good thing in principle but it 
can be abused.” 

Abbott said he was anxious 
to have a long-awaited compe¬ 
tition bill introduced in Par¬ 
liament as soon as possible 
but that a “screening 
process” would have to be 
found for class action cases.

The ice 
explains where the v^'Qtor 
came from and where it went. 

Farmer said there may be 
deposits of water ice, made 
up of layers of frozen frost, 
“hundreds of meters deep" in 
the bright craters just south 
of the north pole. 

Scientists have been able to 
observe the north and south 
polar caps growing in winter 
and shrinking in summer. 

With Wednesday's an¬ 
nouncement. Viking scientists 
theorized that the portion that 
swells and diminishes consists 
of carbon dlo.xidc, which va¬ 
porizes Into a gas in the com¬ 
parative warmth of a Martian 
summer, but the vast bulk of 
the polar caps which remains 
constant is frozen water.

Plant them freely — they 
are not at all expenaive to huy 
setting them in twn inches 
deep and three Inches apart, 
again in a haphaaard planting 
plan. 

Other bulbs which benefit 
from early planting are the 
Crown Imperial, (Jlory of the 
.'kv»w, and the Spring flnow- 
flake. The sooner you get 
cracking on these, the better.

A swap of crown land fw 
land along the Rnglisbman 
Blver has been re.ierted by 
the B.O. Hnviivmment and 
I..and Use Onmmitlee of the 
provincial cabinet, casting 
into doubt the future of a sub¬ 
division planned fbr a large 
parcel of land adjacent to the 
river. 

Dennis O'Gorman, director 
of the B.C. Knvironment and 
I,And Hse Serrelarlaf, an¬ 
nounced that the committee 
bad rejected the idea of a 
land swap. 

The owner of the property’, 
known locally as the Kirk 
Tree Karpi. is Alltm l..and 
Oorp. of West Vancouver. The 
company has been woricing on 
the subdivision since the 
spring of 197!t hut has been 
strongly o|>poaed by lo« al citi¬ 
zen gi'oups and envimn- 
mentalists who have 
expressed rnfH*em about the 
effect that the subdivision 
would have on the river, an 
important salmon and steel- 
head producer. 

.Several attempts have been ' 
made to preserve the hank of 
the river from development. . 
and envimnment department 
studies conducted last winter 
recommended est abl ishmeni 
of a “leave strip" ratting in 
width from about Kkt feel to 
1.000 feet, depending on the 
gradient of the river’s banks. 

The “leave strip''totals 308 
acres of the approximately 
1,200 acres in the parcel fif 
land, and when Ihe highways 
department requested its de¬ 
dication to the crown as a 
condition of subdivision, the 
developer called the request 
•’pxprf>priation without com- 
pensatifxt,” And threatened to 
sue. 

The highways department 
has since modified its position 
somewhat, and the question of 
a land swap was put before 
the land-use committee. If the 
committee epprov-ed the land 
swap, and the regional dis¬ 
trict agreed tn relax Its 
t2-acre minimum-lot sl/e. All¬ 
ton would deed the riverfront 
parcel to the iTowji, said All¬ 
ton president Andrew McGre¬ 
gor. 

If the committee rejected a 
land swap. McGregor said, he 
would have no choice but to 
allow the mortgage holder. 
Northwest Trust, to fomdose. 
and the mortgage holder has 
indicated that the property 
would be developed along 
lines already approved by the 
highways department. 

The .ll^acre lot along the 
riverfront would remain In 
private hands, rather than 
being deeded to some public 
body, and public, access U) the 


river would be severely res¬ 
tricted. 

TTie Nanaimo Region Board 
passed a motion last month 
which stipulated that the re¬ 
gional di.strlct would consider 
relaxing the 12-acre mini- 
mum-lol size required hy the 
local subdivision bylaw, if the 
land swap was approved. 

'rhe problem with relaxing 
the suMivision bylaw became 
apparent at a meeting a few 
days later, where those in 
lavor of relaxing the bylaw 
wanted the hylaw' relaxed for 
the whole area, not just one 
development. . . 

The decision by the B.C. 
Knvironment and Land Use 
Committee to reject the land 
swap idea is based on a 
number of considerations, 
O'Gorman said, although he 
said he could not 
contents of the 
dellberaHons. 

“They considered all the an- 
gument.s,’’ O'Oorman said. 

Among the argtiments 
raised by Albeimi MIA Rob¬ 
ert Skelly. who prepared a 
brief for the committee, was 
one that a land swap “would 
establish a lower standard of 
corporate citizen.ship for other 
developers who own land 
along river systems and wh*» 
could ikse the threat of devel¬ 
opment to increase their land 
holdings at the expense of the 
crown land inventory.*’ 

Other developers along the 
river have expressed their 
willingness to dedicate en- 
vlronmentally-aensitivp areas 
to the crown in exchange for 
the ri(dtl to subdivide, and if a 
land swap Was approved, 
“other developers who dedi¬ 
cated land widiout compensa¬ 
tion will juktirtably fed cheat¬ 


ed. and it will he ImjKHssihle 
to obtain dedications in the 
future.” 

A meeting was held last 
week between membei*s of the 
KIAfC Secreiarmt. the high¬ 
ways department and the Re¬ 
gional District of Nanaimo, to 
ensure that they all were fa¬ 
miliar with each other's posi¬ 


tion. said Paul Smith, chair¬ 
man of the Nanaimo Region

Transport Minister .lack 
Davis walked into the lion s 
den Wednesday and manaeod 
to escape without being tom 
to pieces. 

The minister spoke to an 
audience of about 500 at a 
r.reater Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon at the 
Empress hotel. 

Victoria's . husines.s repre¬ 
sentatives growled and looked 


dangerous, some even roared, 
but they kept their clau-s in. 

The minister defended the 
increased ferry rates, calling 
them reasonable, and gave a 
glimpse of what he thought 
tile ferry system's future 
might be like. 

He predicted a third cross¬ 
ing between Vancouver Island 
and the mainland, he foresaw 
'Mumbo ferries” carrying four 
times as many cars and pas¬ 
sengers as the “typical B.C. 
ferry carried in the 1960s.” 


- But economy, the minister 
said, would be the key ut>rd; 

“No deluxe ser\dce for us. 
NBTiining rooms for the fortu¬ 
nate few. No swanky state¬ 
rooms either.” he said. 

“Instead, an aircraft type of 
economy service with one- 
hour stops. More leg room of 
course and less hassle than if 


you were driving on one of 
our highways,” he said. 

“But basic transportation 
nevertheless: public transport 
which favors pa.ssengers 
rather than hardware. That’s 
it.” 

Davis said he was aware 
that his audience didn't agree 
with the increased fares, but 
/ 


proceeded to explain the rea¬ 
sons for the hike. 

The minister said capital 
cost for new vessels and ter¬ 
minals had always been paid 
for out of general revenue, 
just like everyone paid for 
construction of highwrays.

That date is eight days be¬ 
fore the Socreds are due to 
hold a leadership convention, 
and one frf the accused—Gil¬ 
bert Rondeau, MP for She^ 
fort—said there was a “polhl- 
caj odor” about the timing of 
the charges. The announce¬ 
ment was made the day after 


nominations for the leader¬ 
ship closed, he added. 

Coutu told a news confer¬ 
ence 106 charges have been 
laid, involving false docu¬ 
ments alleged to have been 
used in September. 1975, to 
bypass provisions of the In¬ 
come Tax Act. 

He said the total alleged 
fraud may be close to $2 mil¬ 
lion and may involve as many 
as 200 persons.

Sheppard told a news con¬ 
ference that provincial police 
have not ' yet indicated 
wbettier the bribery attempt 
was in fact ma^ by a 
member of the force, despite 
a closed investigation which 
began one week ago. 

The wx)man was excu-sed 
from the jury Sept. 14 after 
reporting the bribe attempt to 
Superior Court Justice Jac¬ 
ques Ducros in his chambers. 

However, neither the jury 
nor the public knew why the

.iuror had been excused until 
Sept. 18 wlien Morgentaler 
was acquitted on an abortion 
charge. At that bme, Ducros 
disclosed the attempt to bribe 
but gave no details. 


Sheppard, in calling for an 
investigation and “possibly a 
judicial inquiry.” said the 
man approached the juror 
and asked if she would take 
$1,000 to vote for an acquittal. 


He said he received permis¬ 
sion from Ducros to di\uige 
details of the incident in order 
to refute published reports 
implying the defence had a 
role in the bribe attempt. 

^ika^while, at another news 
cOTiference, the lawyer for an 
anti-abortion group said the 
Quebec government should 
appeal last week's .jury ac¬ 
quittal because of apparent Ir¬ 
regularities in the trial. 

Emile Colas of the Front for 
Respect for Life said the gov¬ 
ernment should also launch 
an investigation into these ap- 
jiarent irregularities. 

He urged the government to 
reform the court system so 
juries wtiutd not be subject to 
out.side pressures or influ¬ 
ences. 


Rondeau, who announced 
during the weekend he would 
not contest the party leader¬ 
ship. said he received 21 sum¬ 
monses last Thursday, just as 
he was preparing to leave for 
Vancouver to announce his in¬ 
tentions in the leadership 
race. 

“Anyone wishing to elimi¬ 
nate me from the leadership 
race and discredit the Social 
Credit Party of Canada would 
not have acted otherwise.” he 
said. 

Rondeau said the charges 
involve interpretation of 1974 
amendments to the Income 
Tax Act, dealing with fund¬ 
raising techniques. 

The amendments allowed 
political contributors tax 
credits on their donations. 

Rondeau said the Social 
Credit gave receipts to party 
workers for work done until 
this was explicitly prohiWted 
by the amendments. 

He said the accusations in¬ 
volve taking post-dated che¬ 
ques from contributenrs and 
giving diem receipts for tax 
purjioses. 

“We intended to cash the 
cheques when the people got 
their money from the revenue 
department.” he told a news 
conference in Ottawa. “The 
(revenue) department says 
that if the cheques haven't 
been cashed. d)e receipts 
shouldn’t have been given.”

Weal G«> 
many (UPlt - Three Amen- 
can-made Hawk anti-aircraft 
missiles exploded on a launch¬ 
ing pad Wednesday night, kill¬ 
ing two West German soldiers 
and injuring three others, the 
defense ministry reported.

of Bremenhaven. i 

Local • residents said the 
blast could he heard for 15 
miles. 

The Hawk, produced by die 
Raytheon Corp., carries at 
least 100 pounds of high explo¬ 
sives in its warhead and is 
considered one of the best me¬ 
dium range anti-ain.Taft mis¬ 
siles in the world. 

The brief ministry state¬ 
ment said the missiles explod¬ 
ed at a launching pad in an 
open field at the depot. 

Officials said Ha^ missiles 
have been stationed in West 
Germany for 15 years and are 
a mainstay of the North At¬ 
lantic Treaty Organization’.^ 
air defences in central 
Europe. 

The surface-hvair missiles, 
which cost alxiul 541,500 each, 
travel at times the speed 
of sound and are capable of 
hitting an airplane flying at 
between 14.000 and 60.000 feet. 

The missile. alKiut 14 inches 
in diameter and 200 inches 
longj weighs about 1,300 
pounds and is fired from the 
chassis of an armored person¬ 
nel carrier, which moves with 
a complete radar system that 
aim.s the Hawk.

U.S.food agency 
bans 2 more dyes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — ’The 
dyes that make jelly beans 
black and maraschino cher¬ 
ries red were banned for use 
in foods by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
on Wednesday. 

The candy industry said it 
might switch to another dye 
to keep making items such as 
black .jelly beans and licorice. 
However, there was no indica¬ 
tion whether a substitute addi¬ 
tive is available for red cher¬ 
ries. Cherries also are mar¬ 
keted in green and in their 
natural yellow color after 
processing. 

The PTDA said that one of 
the dyes -- vailed Red. No. 4 
— may cause urinarj' bladder 
polyps and atrophy of the 
adrenal glands. 

The other dye is the color 
carbon black and the ?TDA 
said there is no reliable test¬ 
ing method to assure that it 
does not contain a cancer- 
causing ttyproduct.

Red No. 4 was banned for use 
in foods and drugs taken in¬ 
ternally but still can be used 
in cosmetics and externally 
applied drugs.

I>ast Feburary, the FDA 
banned Red No. 2. then the 
most widely used artificial 
color in foods, drugs and cos¬ 
metics in tlie U.S. 

Meanwhile, the FDA said 
Wednesday that it plans in 
issue orders on the use of 82 
other color additiv’es. 

It said 10 of them, used only 
in cosmetics, will be banned 
Oct. 25. However. 20 others 
will he given permanent ap¬ 
proval for use In external 
dnigs and cosmetics by the 
end of the year.

If you over- 
hreathe (as in vigorous activi¬ 
ty),, there is too much caibon 
dioxide leaving. The body 
needs some erf it. so rebreath¬ 
ing your breath from a paper 
bag helps put it back. JS you 
underbreathe, there is too lit¬ 
tle carbon dioxide leaving, 


thus a build-up in the body. 
You can see that breathing 
from the paper bag would 
only worsen this inbalance 
and return more unwanted 
carbon dioxide into the body. 

The central nervous system 
normally controls these func- 
ti<x)s. Overbreathing is fol¬ 
lowed by underbrealhing and 
the oxygen-carbon di(»dde 
balance is maintained without 
our realizing it. t 

The hiatal hernia (in the 
esophagus) is not normally 
associated with either state. It 
might be a factor if it were 
serious enough to cause an.xi- 
ety.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The house has approved and 
sent to the senate a bill tiiat 
would eliminate all off-track 
betting on out-of-state horse 
races by 1982. 

The bill, approved 315 to 86. 
would outlaw' betting nn races 
taking place outside the state 
within which the bet wa.« 
made. 

Only New York and (Connec¬ 
ticut have off-track betting 
parlors.' New York parlors 
lake bets on races on tracks 
in New York and other states. 
Connecticut, which has no 
race tracks, allows 0TB on 
New York races. 

New York and Connccticuf 
pay a percentage of their take 
to race tracks in other states 
under contract. 

The bill would allow current 
contracts to expire before the 
ban would become effective in 
those two states. The Connec- 
I i c u t - N e w York contract 
would be the last to expire, in 
1982. 

Supporters of the bill said it 


was needed to protect the $13 
biUton horse-racing industry. 
They said small tracks would 
ultimately suffer if their po- 
t e R t i a I customers stayed 
away and placed bets in OTB 
• parlors. 

Without the bill, a growth in 
off-track betting could ultima¬ 
tely reduce the thoroughbi'ed 
horse racing tracks from the 
current 99 to two or three, ac¬ 
cording to the house <’om- 
merce committee which wrote 
the bill. 

It said 23.500 horse breeders 
and many industries associat¬ 
ed with horse racing would be 
hurl. 

Rep. John Murphy. 
D-N.Y., objected on the 
grounds that the bill was 
"frivolous.” 

Much of the OTB betting, he 
said, is placed on races 
beyond the commuting dis¬ 
tance of the bettors. For ex- 
an^le, Muniiy said. Nevv 
York paid $^5,000 In Florida 
last year as a percentage of 
wagering on races held in 
Florida.

TORONTO (CP) — Manag¬ 
ing a first-year expansion 
club in major-league baseball 
is supposed to be an unenvia¬ 
ble job but you would never 
know it listening to Roy 
Hartsfield, the first field boss 
of the American League 
Toronto Blue Jays. 

Introduced at a news con¬ 
ference Tuesday, he left no 
doubt about his joy at escap¬ 
ing from the minors after 15 
years. 

Asked how he liked Toron¬ 
to’s weather (chilly and windy 
on this day), the 5()*year-old 
native of Atlanta replied: 

“When you come from the 
minor league to the major 
league level it could be snow¬ 
ing out and you'd stiU be 
w'arm.” 

Peter Bavasi. 33-year-old 
general manager, said Harts¬ 
field was picked from among 
three candidates (he wouldn’t 
name the others) because he 
has the credentials needed to 
handle the collection of raw 
youngsters and fading veter¬ 
ans the Blue Jays are likely 
to obtain in the Nov. 5 expan¬ 
sion draft in New York. 

•‘We needed someone who 
has managed young players. 
Patience and maturity were 
the key elements. The man 
we were Io(^ing for needed a 
good record and the ability to 
relate to today's players with 
their new'found freedoms.” 

A former infielder who 


spent three seasons with the 
old Boston Braves of the Na¬ 
tional l..eague in a playing ca¬ 
reer that ran from 19^ to 
1957, Hartsfield has managed 
in ^e minors for 15 years, 
seven of which his teams won 
the pennant. 

He comes to Toronto from 
Hawaii Glanders of the Pacif¬ 
ic Coast League, pennant win¬ 
ners the last two seasons al¬ 
though Ihey went bankrupt re¬ 
cently despite having the best 
attendance in the league. 

Hartsfield was given a one- 
year contract and BavasI said 
that would be the leam’s poli¬ 
cy. It's along the lines of the 
practice followed by Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers where Peter’s 
father Buzzie Bavasi was a 
member of management lor 
many years. 

In an apparent reference to 
Walter Alston, who has been 
on one-year contracts since 
1954 with the Dodgers. Harts¬ 
field said ‘*ril be quite happy 
to accept 22 one-year con¬ 
tracts.”

Class action lawsuits 
win minister’s backing 


VANCOUVER (UPI) — 
Tony Abbott, new consumer 
and corporate affairs min¬ 
ister. Wednesday endorsed 
the concept of federal class 
action lawsuits Tor Canada 
but r e j e c t e d U.S.-style 
“bounty-hunter” cases which 
failed to benefit the con¬ 
sumer. 

Abbott, a former corporate 
lawyer, voiced confidence he 
would be able to switch 
successfully to his new role as 
“defender of the Canadian 
consumer.” He said he would 
give consumer pax>tection top 
priority because consumers 
make up the “most vulnera¬ 
ble” group in society. 

He told a ne<vs conference 
the U.S. class action system 
was too attractive to “bounty 
hunter lawyers” — who went 
out and found cases Irom 
which attorneys made a lot of 
money but which resulted in 
little significant help to the 
consumer. 

"I do not think we should 
have a systen^i where a case 
can be drummed up when it 
has very little merit to it.” he 


said. “The class action case is 
a good thipg in principle but it 
can be abused.” 

Abbott said he was anxious 
to have a long-awaited comi)e- 
tition bill introduced in Par^ 
liament as soon as possible 
but that a “screening 
lirocess” would have to be 
found for class action cases.

reation. 

An atlas containing 40 enn- 
senatlon majis and 20 phot#v- 
graphs 6 h 0 w' i n g environ¬ 


mental areas which should he 
saved were also submitted. 

The report include<l 22 
Iii'OiKi.snls, ranging fmm the 
general and philoso|>hicaI 
(maintain natiu*al diversity) 
to the specific (restrictions on 
motorcycle activity in fragile 
natural areas.)^ 

The report also contained 
intormation on biological and 
esthetic damage which would 
result if present growth plans 


by private develrnx'rs were 
carried out. 

Two critical locations are 
ttie areas southwest of Pros¬ 
pect 1-ake and the Rithefs 
Bog area near Royal Oak, 
aci'ording to the report. 

A spokesman said plans hy 
a private developer lf> l»uild 
on arbutus ridges near Pros¬ 
pect l.ake would destroy the 
scenic area. Wildlife and 
smaller plant life would also 
be wljied out. 

Rithel's Rog. an animal and 


rare-plant haven, is the last 
remaining example of this 
type of peat-hog on Van¬ 
couver island. 

A housing developer has 
plans to flood the area around 
the bog, in order to create a 
lake. 

The habitat spokesman said 
pem is susceptible to h>dro- 
li^cal (water-table) fluctua¬ 
tions. and would erode if the 
area were tl(X)dp<l. P'looding 
would also destroy the plant- . 


life and the wildlife habitat. 
The lake would be saturated 
by peat and he unsuitable for 
swimming. 

Another location under con¬ 
sideration by developers is 
the Portage Inlet area where 
a shopping centre' is planned* 
on the lower part of the 
OHqultz. The Oolquitz is the 
main river system on the 
peninsula, draining .Swan, 
SilK* and Beavgr j^^es. The 
habitat spokesman said the 


engineers wanted to cut cor¬ 
ners off the Colquitz river- 
bank to create more land, in 
effect shortening the river 
.system. This could prevent 
coho salmon from swimming 
upstream. 

Cutting down trees along 
the Colquitz riverbank would 
raise the water temperature, 
kill the fish by removing their 
oxygen, and ‘‘will turn the 
area into an <^n sewer,” the 
.spokesman said.

David Blue. an officer of 
the club, eommitted suicide 
by hanging himself in the 
basement of his Belmont 
Park home.

Bribe offered by ^policeman 


MONTREAL (CP> — A 
man who identified himself as 
a Quebec Provincial Police of¬ 
ficer attempted to bribe a 
woman juror Sept. 13 during 
the abortion trial of Dr. 
Henry Morgentaler. defence 
lawyer Claude-Armand Shep- 
paix) said Wednesday. 

Sheppard told a news con¬ 
ference that provincial police 
have not yet indicated 
whether the bribery attempt 
was in fact made hy a 
member of the force, de.spiie 
a closed investigation which 
began one week ago. 

The woman was excu.sed 
from the jury Sept., 14 after 
reporting the bribe attempt to 
Superior Court Justice Jac¬ 
ques Ducros in hts chambers. 

However, neither the jury - 
nor the public knew why the

juror had been excused until 
Sept! 18 when Morgentaler'' 
was acquitted on an abortion 
charge. At that time, Ducros 
disclosed the attempt to bribe 
but gave no details. 


Sheppard, in calling for an 
investigation and “possibly a 
judicial inquir>%” said the 
man approached the juror 
and asked if she would take 
$1,000 to vote for an acquittal. 


He said he received permis¬ 
sion from Ducros to divulge 
details of the incident in order 
to refute published reports 
implying the defence bad a 
ihle in the bribe attempt. 

Meanwhile, at another news 
conference, the lawyer for an 
anti-abortion group said the 
Quebec government should 
apr>eal last week's jury ac¬ 
quittal bec'ause of ai^rent ir¬ 
regularities in the trial. 

Emile Colas of the front for 
Respect for Life said the gov¬ 
ernment should also launch 
an Investigation into these ap¬ 
parent irregularities.

Rondeau, ' who announced

race. 

“Any«)ne wishing to- elimi¬ 
nate me from the leadership 
race and discredit the Social 
Credit Party of Canada would 
not have acted otherwise," he 
said. 

Pvondeau said the charge* 
in\x)Ke interpretation df 1974 
aniendments to the Income 
Tax Act, dealing yith fund¬ 
raising techniques.

The Hospital Employees’ 
Union is threatening to 
drag Health Minister Rob¬ 
ert McClelland into court. 

It issued a warning 
Wednesday that McClel¬ 
land had until the end of 
the month — just one 
week from now — to put 
the promised evalua¬ 
tion program into effect 
or face the consequences. 

Those consequences, ac¬ 
cording to HEU secretary- 
business manager Jack 
Gerow. wtxjld come in one of 
three forms: 

• Application for a su¬ 
preme court writ ordering 
the government to implement 
the program. 

• An application to 1iie 
B.C. l^bor~Rielations Board 
for a similar order. 

• A |)ersoctal suit against 
the health minister. 

Gerow said if it came to a 
suit, die union would ask for 
damages ”in excess of $6 mil¬ 
lion.” 

The whole thing revolves 
around the long-standing com¬ 
mitment for an extensive job 
evaluation program. The com¬ 
mitment was actually made 
by the former NDP govern¬ 
ment In 1973. But because of 
the costs invol\ed it was 
never put into force. 

It was to have folknved a 
precedent-setting agreement 
l>ebveen the HUE and govern¬ 
ment that prov'kJed wage in¬ 
creases for pn^ctical nurses 
to w'i])e out sex discrimina¬ 
tion In the industry. 

The program w’as to be <we 
of ctxilinuing job evaluation 
aimed at removing unfair 
classifications and bringing 
equality where it w’as needed. 

The union kept pressing 
when the Social Cre^t gov¬ 
ernment was elected last De¬ 
cember and for a long time 
nothing happened. ^Rnally. 
last June when special legisla¬ 
tion prorided a cwitract end¬ 
ing a dispute in the industry, 
the agreement included a $6 
million commitment for the 
program. 

The legislation — Bill 75 
imposed the agreement fol¬ 
lowing the first strike in 
HEU’s 31-ycar history. The 
terms took Into account most 
of the proposals of a special 
mediator. 

The union said Wednesday 
rx>thing had been deme since 
to make good on the $6 mil¬ 
lion promise. 


HEU is moving 
toward protest 

Even though it is not affiliated with the Canadian 
Labor Congress, the Hospital Employees’ Union is mov¬ 
ing toward support of the CLC’s national day of wage 
control protest Oct. 14. 

The provinciel executive of the 16,00(kinember 
union has agreed to recommend support for ttie pootest 
to delegates to the HEU convention scheduled for Oct. 
4-6 in Vancouver. 

A spokesman said there wxMild be no thought of 
w alking off the job Oct. 14 because of the nature of the 
industry. However, members would — if the recom¬ 
mendation was accepted — take part in noon-hour dem- 
(Xistrations outside the prmince’s hospitals. 

The union considers itself one of the major victims 
of the federal Anti-Inflation Board — a prime target in 
the national protest. 

Its long fight for a new contract included the ser- 
\ices of an industrial inquiry commissioner, a special 
mediator and a strike at se\'en hospitals before the 
dispute was finally settled a specially-legislafeed 
agreemwit. 

Althou^ the provincial government set the amount 
wage increase, this was cut back try almost six per 
cent to eight per cent try the AIB. The union has 
charged that the government, despite its agreement, 
made a deal w ith the AIB.

mament to the secretary- 
general of the UN and secre¬ 
tary of the UN Disarmament 
Commission.
